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PREFACE 


This brochure is the Nineteenth in the series of the 
Annual Statistical Publication entitled "Selected Educational 
Statistics" brought out by the Department of Education. Indeed, 
timely availability of statistical data helps considerably the 
planners and administrators to plan out future programmes in a 
more systematic and scientific way. Efforts have beeri made to 
reduce the time-lag in the publication of this brochure in 

comparision to previous years. Where we could not receive 

complete and validated data from States, we have repeated the 
data for preceeeding year on the premise that users prefer a 
timely publication, however tentative, to a perfect *but 
antiquated publication. Data has been repeated in respect of 

Madhya Pradesh, West Bengal, Lakshadweep and partly for Andhra 
Pradesh,* Bihar, Kerala, Rajasthan and Chandigarh relating to 

Higher Education & Technical Education, etc. 

2. The population projections of school going children of 
age group 6-11 years and 11-14 years for all communities and for 
SCs/STs are based on the 1981 Population Census as the relevant 
data of the 1991 Population Census is not yet received. The 
tables relating to distribution of total population and popula¬ 
tion of SCs/STs, sex-ratio, density and growth rate and percent¬ 
age of literates’to the estimated population aged seven years and 
above are based on results of 1981 and 1991 Population Census. 

3. NIC has created a data base on educational statistics 
on NECS-1000 System at Delhi for use of all persons. This gives 
general information i about population, estimated school going 
children in the age-group of 6-14 years, number of institutions, 
students enrolment by stage/classes, number of teachers, enrol¬ 
ment by type of institutions,- budgetted expenditure for all 
State/UTs. Data is available for four years. This data base can 
be invoked by giving command "EDU* at "System” NECS-1000 from any 
user end. 


4. An attempt has been.made to provide quinquennial data 
on total enrolment, institutions, and teachers, etc. for years, 
i.e., 1950-51, 1955-56, 1960-61, 19G5-6.6, 1970-71, 1975-76, 1980- 
81, 1985-86 and 1990-91 respectively in this brochure. 
Suggestions for improving the contents are welcome. 

5. I would like to thank the Secretaries/Directors/DPIs of 
Education Departments of States and Union Territores for extend¬ 
ing their cooperation for bringing out this publication. *The 
contribution of the Officers of Statistics Division and CMIS Unit 
of this Department to bring out this publication in a short time 
this year is commendable.

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7. COLLEGIATE EDUCATION 


7.1 Based on the data received from State/UTs, number of 
students enrolled in General Education Courses (Arts, science & 
Commerce) increased from 3975 thousand in 1992-93 to 4146 
thousand in 1993-94. The percentage of girls is 34.61 in 1993- 
94. The enrolments in three important Professional degree 
courses viz. Eng/Tech (B.E./B.Tech), Medicine (M.B.B.S.) and 
Teachers Training (B.Ed/B.T.) increased from 442661 in 1992-93 to 
460109 in 1993-94. The increase in girls enrolment in the 
courses was from 99104 in 1992-93 to 107673 in 1993-94. 


8. EDUCATION AMONG SCHEDULED CASTE/SCHEDULED TRIBES 

8.1 As per the 1991 Census, the total population of the 
Scheduled Caste was 13.82 crores (7.19 crores males and 6.63 
crores females) and that of Scheduled Tribes was 6.77 crores 
(3.43 crores males and 3.34 crores females) representing 16.3 
percent and 8.0 percent respectiverly of the country’s total 
population.
